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Dickey Is Confident 
Welch Will Return 




UK President Frank O. Dickey 
said this week that he believes Dr. 
Frank J. Welch will return to his 
position as Dean of the College of 
Agriculture despite his confirma- 
tion Tuesday as a director of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority by the 
United States Senate. 

Dean Welch was appointed to 
the TV A by President Elsenhower 
last November and received a one 
year leave of absence from the 
University at that time. 

However, Senator Robert S. Kerr 
expressed the opinion that Dr. 
Welch Intends to stay with the 
TV A. He said he felt that Dr. 
Welch had made no definite state- 
ment to date to protect his position 
at the University. 

Dr. Welch said he has expected 
ever since accepting the interim 
appointment to retain to UK as 
soon as his leave of

Welch said that he had Intended 
to tell the senators about his leave 
of absence arrangement If they 
had asked him about it. However, 
he said, "none of the senators 
brought up the matter." 

He also said that when the Pres- 
ident appointed him last November 
it was clearly understood that he 
had it in mind to return to the 
University December L 

Senator Gore continued his com- 
ment by saying, "if Dr. Welch 
actually intended to resign in De- 
cember there was no need for the 
Senate to have confirmed his pres- 
idential appointment.

At the bottom of the letter you 
find out that it is not officially 
from UK, as the heading would 
lead you to believe. You find that 
the calendar is "Produced BY B. A 
SHIVELY and FRANK SEALE.' 
Now Mr. Seale is a former UK ath- 
lete and Mr. Shively is none other 

than the Director of Athletics at 
the University. 

I wonder ... is S & S Enter- 
prises using UK offices for this pri 
vate enterprise ... (I know 
they're using Memorial Coliseum as 
their address) ... is Mr. Shively 
peddling UK influence to sell the 
calendars . . . ? 

The Kernel will do a service to 
all of Kentucky by checking into 
the matter. Officials of the staff 
or faculty members should not be 
permitted to use UK addresses or 
offices for private business matters.

Randall naid the form of Inte- 
gration with which "we are con- 
cerned most" Is known aa "vertical" 
intenratlon.

< ontrol, by a single firm, of two or 
more stages in the chain of pro- 
duction, processing and distribu- 
tion. 

He further described it as the 
fusion of the step-by-step proc- 
esses of farm production and 
marketing part of the way, or all 
the way, from the farmer to the 
mnsumer of food. 

•The pendulum seems to be 
-winging again toward more uni- 
fied responsibilities in agriculture 
--not as individual farm enter- 
prises, but as the functions of 
economic units that integrate and 
co-ordinate in an effort to ap- 
proach the most efficient and eco- 
nomic management for business 
enterprises," he said. 

"This change in pattern is evi- 
denced by contract production of 
many agricultural commodities 
and by rapid developments in the 
livestock industry," he said.
